CLASSIFIED SERVICE. 


Twenty-One Hundred Employee Added 
by an Executive Order Junt Issued. 
Washington, Nov. 4 —About 2,100 
employed have bean added to the classi­ 
fied service by the issuance of an order 
by the President directing that the 
rules of the navy department regulat­ 
ing the employment of labor at the 
navy yard shall not be changed with­ 
out the approval of the civil service 
commission. 
The ordnance depart­ 
ment at large is placed in the classified 
service under civil service rules. The 
execultive order also classified examin­ 
ers in the department of justice and ex­ 
empted from examination attorneys 
and assistant attorneys now in the de­ 
partment whose main duties are con­ 
nected with the management of cases 
in court.
